cue trapped forces east of Cmolensk 
but said the counter-offensive was 
going crushed.

If their names are not on 
the blacklist, it's okay to go ahead 
and do business with them. 


To legalize this trade, Treasury has 


issued a general license permitting 
all such transactions without the pre- 
viously required specific license. This 
license applies to everything except 
purely financial transactions, such as 
transfers of funds. The purpose of 
this remaining restriction is to keep 
a check on foreign exchange trans- 
actions and prevent a leak of foreign 
nationals' assets back to Europe. 


Under certain conditions, trade may 


even be permitted with firms on the 
blacklist, but only under temporary 
license. Transactions not yet com- 
pleted, contracts which havve only a 
short time to run, and emergency 
transactions may be given license for 
limited operations. In general, the lid 
is to be kept on tight and trade pro- 
hibited with any frim on the list, 
though the list itself can be changed 
by additions or removals.

Home Defense 
in New York 


Largest City 
Leads Nation in 
Civilian Work 


By JACK STINNETT 


WASHINGTON — You have heard 


what most of the big cities, especial- 
ly New York, are doing about civil- 
ian defense, but I want to tell you 
about n fair-sized chunk of the "hin- 
ler-lnnds" that took matters into its 
own hands" and now has the jump 
on a lot of the metropolitan areas — 
including Washington. 


I got this straight from Julian Cap- 


ors, Jr., of Longview, Tex., who has 
had a hand in it all. 


Almost as soon as civilian defense 


was mentioned, the East Texas Cham- 
ber of Commerce, which embraces 70 
counties and better than 3,000,000 peo- 
ple, appointed a national defense com- 
mittee, headed by Jess A. McGill, 
a Scot from Paris, Tex. The commit- 
tee notified Washington they were 
ready and waiting. And what hap- 
pened? Nothing. 


As Capers puts it, "We got a little 


weary of waiting for some one in 
Washington to get down to brass tacks 
and outline a plan for organizing civil- 
ian sentiment and support. So the 
committee took the bull by the horns.' 


Three members of the committee 


were put in the field with instruc- 
tions to organize "County Councils 
for National Defense" in every one 
of those 70 counties. It wasn't any 
slap-hazard idea either. They had a 
plan. They called meetings and at 
each, practically on demand if that's 
what it took, were the county judge, 
the mayors of the important cities 
and owns and leaders of ex-service 
organizations, labor groups, the schools 
women's clubs, and prominent farm- 
ers. And when the meeting was over, 


aitl to the defense savings bond nnd 
stamp sales. 1 checked the Treasury 
on that and was told that East Texas 
is doing "right well" which certainly 
is a Texas way of saying, "They 
ain't ailing, Brother." 


Train Their Speakers

The county councils have had a lotj 


of support from

but have augmented that with speak- 
ers' bureaus of from 20 to 40 per- 
sons in each county and now arc con- 
dueling speakers' training schools. 


To top it off, and test their wings, 


they recently held nn "Enst Texas 
National Defense D;iy," with 400 massi 
meetings through-out 70 counties, at- 
tended by nearly a half-million pur- 
ons. 
Among the "tangible" results, I'll 


let Capers tell you of one: "While 
hundreds of iniions of national de- 
fense contracts—including production 
of oil and refinery products, ship- 
building, airplane-, shell, munitions, 
army clothing and equipment manu- 
facture—arc 
being carried 
out 
in 


Texas, there has not been a strike 
or labor dfificulty 
there since de- 


fense started." 


East Texas isn't the only locality 


where this sort of thing is going on. 
There arc others. I just thought I'd 
mention it und tell the Civilian De- 
fense Chief LaGuardia that when he 
starts passing out bouquets for civil- 
ian defense efforts, he'll do well to 
toss a few beyond the big-city limits.
